In the VEAR MDIxXXXVII. 


þ HE Defeat of the SpanisH ARMADA 

being the moſt glorious Victory that 
was ever obtained at Sea, and the 
moſt im t to the Britiſh Nation, every 
Method deſerves ſome Praiſe, that may in a 
ſuitable Manner propagate the Memory of it. 
Our Anceſtors, that were perſonally intereſted 
in it, were ſo careful it ſhould not paſs into 
procured the Engagements 
between the two Fleets to be repreſented in ten 
curious Pieces of Tapeſtry, with the Portraits 
of the ſeveral Engliſh Captains, taken from the 
Life, worked in the Borders, which are now 
placed, ſome in the Royal Wardrobe, ſome in 
the Houſe of Lords, the moſt auguſt Aſſembly 
of the Kingdom, there to remain as a laſting 


Memorial of the Triumphs of Britiſh Valour, 


guided by Britiſh Counſels. But becauſe Time, 
or Accident, or Moths may deface theſe valu- 
able Shadows, we have endeavoured to pre- 
ſerve their Likeneſs in the preceding Prints, 
which, by being multiplied and diſperſed in 


various Hands, may meet with that Secu- 


rity from the Cloſets of the Curious, which 
the Originals muſt ſcarce always hope for, 


even from tie SanQtity of the Place they are 


kept in. 
Thus far we have been able to go within 


our own Province; but as a more particu- 


lar Detail of the Circumſtances of this glo- 


rious Expedition, which lye blended in our Hi- 
ſtories with other Matters, may not be alto- 
gether unacceptable, we ſhall beg Leave to of- 
fer the following brief Account of it, colleCted 


from the moſt authentic Writers and Manu- 


ſcripts. 


SECT L 


HE Author and Undertaker of this ever 

KL memorable Expedition was Philip II. 
King of Spain, eldeſt Son of the renowned Em- 
peror Charles V. In the Year 1554. he married 
Mary I. Queen of England, with a View of u- 
niting, by this Marriage, the Eugliſb Dominions 
to thoſe large and noble Territories of which he 
was Heir-Apparent. But all his Projects were 
defeated by a Falſe- Conception the Queen had 
in 1555; and eſpecially by her Death, which 
happened on Novemb. 17, 1558. — In 1555, 
October 25. he became King of Spain, and the 
Dominions and Territories thereunto belonging, 
upon the voluntary Reſignation of his Father 
Charles V. 

As to King Philip's real Views and Motives 
in this Expedition, they ſeem to have been 
theſe: 


I. A firm Hope and certain Proſpect as he 
imagin d, of eaſily acquiring ſo conſiderable an 
Addition to his Dominions, as the flouriſhing 
Kingdoms of England and Ireland. Kingdoms 
whoſe Advantages and Excellencies he was well 
acquainted withal; and from whence he could 
be continually ſupplied with Tin, Lead, Wool, 
and many other uſeful, neceſfary, and profita- 
ble Commodities. 

II. He was alſo excited by another Motive, 
which is generally ſufficient for Conquerors;

and it was this: England and Ireland ſtood 
very convenient for him, as being near his Do- 
minions in the Low-Countnes; and might, by 
their advantageous Situation, and the many 
good Harbours they abound with, have rende- 
red him Maſter of the Trade and Navigation 
of theſe Northern Parts of the World; and, 
what is more, they would have enabled him to 
carry it on throughout all North and South-.4- 
merica, excluſively of all others; which is ſuch 
an Advantage as cannot well be expreſſed. 
III. Moreover theſe Iſlands had proved, and 
might always prove a grievous Thorn in his 
For, by reaſon of their Situation, the 


Side. 
Engliſh could, at any Time, almoſt totally ob- 
ſtruct the Navigation of the Netherlands, and 
deſtroy all their Traffick by Sea. Becauſe, as 
it muſt unavoidably be carried on almoſt with- 
in Sight of the Britiſb Coaſts, fo long as the 

Inhabitants of thoſe Iſlands remained indepen- 
dent of him, and were Maſters at Sea, they 
could ſeize, with the utmoſt Eaſe, the Shipping 
ſent from the Ports of Flanders to the ſeveral 
Parts of the World. What lay therefore fo 
convenient, and was in other Hands ſo dan 
rous a Neighbour, muſt be purchas'd at any 
Rate. 3 

IV. Revenge may be aſſigned as another 
Motive of this Expedition. Queen Elizabeth 
had aſſiſted all along the States of the United 
Provinces, in their ſeveral Attempts to ſhake 
off the Spaniſh Yoke. Now, that ſurely was 
a very great Provocation : And Forgiveneſs of 
Injuries, it is well known, was then, no more 


than at preſent, a Spaniard's Virtue. To be 


revenged therefore of ſuch a conſtant Enemy as 
Elizabeth had been, may well be ſuppos'd to 


have been an additional Inducement to this Un- 


dertaking. | 
V. This other important Motive is aſſigned 
by Fackluyt* : King Philip deemed this to 
c he the moſt ready and direct Courſe, to re- 
c cover his hereditary Poſſeſſion of the Low- 
« Countries. For, having with little Advan- 
« tage, for above twenty Years together, waged 
« War againſt the Netherlands, after mature 
“ Deliberation, he thought it moſt convenient 
&« to aſſault them once more by Sea, which had 
been fruitleſsly attempted ſeveral Times be- 
« fore for want of ſufficient Forces. And he 


thought good to begin with England, being 


* perſuaded, that the Conqueſt of that Iſland 
“ was leſs difficult than the Conqueſt of Hol. 
«* land and Zealand. Moreover, the Spaniards 
« were of Opinion, that it would be far more

cc behoveful for their King to conquer Exgland 
cc and the Lou-Countries at once, than to be 
« conſtrained continually to maintain a warlike 
« Navy, to defend his Eaſt and Weſt-India 


&« Fleets from the Engliſh.” 


Theſe (with a Deſire of reſtoring the Roman. 
Catholick Religion) ſeem to have been the real 


and true Motives of this great Expedition. 
The Reaſons alledged by Philip were theſe*: 


I. That Elizabeth had, from the firſt aſſiſt- 
ed his rebellious Subjects in the Netherlands, 
with Men and Money, and ſpirited them up 
againſt him, her greateſt Friend and Benefactor; 
whom ſhe was indebted to for her Life, when 
her Siſter Queen Mary and Gardiner were 
for removing her out of the Way. 

II. Drake, and others of her Subjects, had 
committed ſeveral Depredations in Spain and 
America. | 

III. She had been ſo unnatural as to ſtop 
his Money, when, for fear of Pirates, it had 
been landed in her Dominions ; and had put an 


Embargo on the Veſſels employed to carry it 


ge to the Low-Countries: (As is related by Cam- 


den, under the Vear 1568.) 

IV. She had acknowledged his Enemy Don 
Antonio King of Portugal, and armed him a- 
gainſt Spain. 
V. That it was by her Inſtruction and Ad- 
vice the Duke of Alen gon had been crowned 
King of Brabant. Oo 

VI. And, moreover, ſhe herſelf had accept- 
ed the Sovereignty of the Low-Countries, and 
ſent the Earl of Leiceſter thither with conſider- 
able Forces; which was an open Declaration 
of War. 
VII. That he undertook it, to revenge the 
Death of the innocent Queen of Scots. 

VII. And in Compliance with the Holy Fa- 
ther Innocent VIII.'s earneſt Injunctions, who 
ceaſed not to exhort and importune him, to a- 
boliſh Hereſy in England, and replant the Ro- 
man-Catholick Religion there. 


In ſhort therefore, the Aim and Deſign of 
the King of Spain in this great Expedition, was 
to conquer England, in order to come more 
eaſily at the revolted Netherlands, and facili- 
tate their Reduction to his Obedience; as alſo, 
for the Sake of ſo meritorious an Action, as 
the bringing this Iſland back to the Catholick 
Religion: And to be revenged, at the ſame 
Time, for the Diſgrace, Contempt, and Diſho- 
nour, he had, at ſeveral Times, received from

the Engliſb Nation; and for divers others real 
or pretended Injuries, which had made a deep 
Impreſſion on his proud and revengeful Spirit. 

Animated and ſpurred on by theſe Motives, 
ions for 
his intended Conqueſt, as had hardly ever been 
known before in any Age, or Nation: Whe- 
ther we conſider the Time ſpent about them; 
or the prodigious Strength and Quantity of the 
Materials of all Kinds that were provided. 

As for the Time ſpent about theſe Prepara- 
tions; King Philip ſeems to have form'd this 
Deſign as early as the Vear 1583. For, in 
that Vear, he ordered Alexander Duke of 
Parma, Governor of the Lo- Countries, to 
procure an exact Account and Deſcription of 
the Harbours, Caſtles, Rivers, and Roads be- 
longing to England, and tranſmit them to him; 
which was accordingly done: And in this 
Francis Throckmorton appears to have been 
concerned. But, according to Rapin, this 
Project was formed by Philip only from the 
Time Mary Queen of Scots had been perſua- 
ded to convey to him her Right to England, 


as being the only Means to reſtore the Ca- 


tholick Religion ©: According to the received 
Maxim in the Church of Rome, That an He- 
retick 1s unworthy and incapable of enjoying a 
Crown ; Philip thought he might juſtly claim 
that of England, as being the next Catholick 


Prince deſcended from the Houſe of Lancaſter ; 


namely, from Catharine Daughter of John of 
Ghent Duke of Lancaſter, married in 1389 to 
Henry, then Prince, and afterwards King, of 


Caſtile. Upon this Deſcent therefore, and the 
Queen of Scots Conveyance and Will, he had 


projected the Conqueſt of England. 

However it be, or whenever theſe Prepara- 
tions were „it is certain that King Phz/rp 
aſſembled ſo powerful a Fleet, and ſo well fur- 


niſhed with all kinds of Proviſions and Am- 
munition, that, thinking it unconquerable by 


human Power, he gave it the Title of the 
INVINCIBLE ARMADA. RS 

This Fleet conſiſted of one hundred and 
thirty two Ships, (beſides twenty Caravels for

the Service of the Army, and ten Salves with 
ſix Oars apiece,) containing fifty nine thouſand 
one hundred, and twenty Tons; three thouſand, 
one hundred, and fixty five Cannons ; eight 
thouſand, ſeven hundred, and ſixty fix Sailors; 
two thouſand and eighty eight Galley-Slaves, 
and twenty one thouſand, eight hundred, and 
fifty five Soldiers; beſides Noblemen and Vo- 
luntiers *. For there was not a Family in Spain 
of any Note, but what had a Son, a Brother, 
or a Kinſman in the Fleet'. Of theſe Volun- 
tiers there were two hundred and twenty four; 
attended by four hundred and fifty ſix Ser- 
vants bearing Arms. 

There were alſo two hundred and thirty 
eight Gentlemen more, maintained by the 
King; with one hundred and ſixty three Ser- 
vants. An hundred and ſeventy ſeven Perſons, 
with two Engineers, one Phyſician, one Sur- 
geon, and thirty Servants belonging to the Ar- 
tillery; eighty five Phyſicians and Surgeons 
for the Hoſpital-Ships ; three and twenty Gen- 
tlemen belonging to the Duke of Medina- 
Sidonia's Court, and fifty Servants ; ſeventeen 
Superintendants General of the Army; and 
one hundred Servants more, belonging to them, 
or to the Officers of Juſtice, who were twenty 
in Number. . 

Nay even there were in it one hundred and 
eighty Capuchins, Dominicans, Jeſuits, and 
Mendicant Friars ; with Martin Alarco, Vicar 
of the Inquiſition. 

And becauſe none were allowed to have 
Wives or Concubines on board, ſome Women 
had hired Ships to follow the Fleet; two or 


three of which Ships were driven by the Storm 


on the Coaſt of France 

Mooſt of the Ships of this ArMapa * were 
of an uncommon Size, Strength, and Thick- 
neſs, more like floating Caſtles than any thing 
elſe; and they were caſed above Water with 
thick Planks to hinder the Cannon-Balls from 
piercing their Sides. The Maſts alſo were 
braced round with ſtrong pitched Ropes, to 
fave them from being ſoon ſhatter d or broke 
by the Shot.

Then as to Ammunition, * this Fleet had 
a very great Number of Cannons, double Can- 
nons, Culverins, and Field-Pieces for Land- 
Service; ſeven thouſand Muſkets and Calie- 
vers; ten thouſand Halberts and Partizans ; 
one hundred and twenty thoufand Cannon- 
Balls; '+ one hundred Quintals of Lead for 
Bullets (each Quintal being a hundred weight, ) 
twelve thouſand Quintals of Match; fifty fix 
thouſand Quintals of Gunpowder; and alſo, 
Waggons, and other Carriages; Horſes, Mules, 
and other Inſtruments and Neceſſaries for Con- 
veyance by Land ; Torches, Lanthorns, Can- 
vas, Hides, Lead ; Chains, Whips, Butcher- 
ing-Knives, Halters, and other Inſtruments of 


Death and Slavery ; and Spades, Mattocks, 


Baſkets, and every thing elſe requiſite for Pio- 
neers Work; as alſo eight hundred Mules for 
drawing the Ordnance and Carriages. 
Proportionable to theſe Forces was their great 
Store of Proviſions of every Sort: for, be- 
ſides Raiſins in great abundance, they had 
eight thouſand Quintals of Fiſh; three thou- 


ſand Quintals of Rice; fix thouſand three 


hundred and twenty Septiers of Beans, Peaſe, 
Sc. eleven thouſand three hundred and nine- 
ty eight Pounds of Olive-Oyl; thirty three 
thouſand eight hundred and ſeventy Meaſures 
of Vinegar; ninety ſix thouſand Quintals of 
Biſcuit ; three thouſand four hundred and fifty 
eight Quintals of Goats Cheeſe ; ſix thouſand 
five hundred Quintals of Bacon; one hundred 
and forty ſeven thouſand Pipes of Wine; 
twelve thouſand Pipes of Water, &'c.—— Pro- 
viſions in a word they had for fix Months ; 
and fo well furniſhed were they, that Sir Fran- 
cis Drake obſerves, in a Letter of his, they 
had Proviſions of Bread and Wine ſufficient 
to maintain forty thouſand Men for a whole 
Year. 

The whole Fleet, in general, is ſaid ”” to 


have contained thirty two thouſand Perſons, and 


coſt every Day thirty thouſand Ducats ©. 

The General of the Land Forces, and the 
Commander in Chief in the whole Expedition, 
was Don Alfonſo Perez de Guzman, Duke of 
Medina Sidonia; and the Admiral was Don 
Juan Martinez de Recalde. 

But it was not in Shain only, that ſuch 
great Preparations were carrying on, for the

Invaſion of England. For, Alexander Duke 


of Parma was alſo making on his Side prodi- 


gious and amazing Preparations, to aſſiſt in this 
grand Deſign. 
He gathered together out of Spain, France, 
Savoy, Italy, Naples, Sicily, Germany, and e- 
ven out of America, a very conſiderable and 
choice Army ; conſiſting of about forty thou- 
ſand Foot, and three thouſand Horſe ; out of 
which he ſelected thirty thouſand Foot, and 
eighteen hundred Horſe, that were to be ready 
to paſs into England. Theſe Troops were 
quarter d as follows: Near Mieuport there 
lay ready thirty Companies of Ilaliaus; ten of 
Walloons; and eight of Scots, and as many of 
Burgundians : At Dixmude were eighty Com- 
panies of Netherlanders; ſixty of Spaniards ; 
ſixty of Germans; and above ſeven hundred 


fugitive Engliſb, Scots, and Triſh, under the 


Command of Sir William Stanley, and Charles 


Nevil Earl of Weſtmoreland. There were 
moreover four thouſand Men poſted at Cor- 
rick, and nine hundred at Vatene. 

For the Tranſportation of theſe Forces, the 
Duke of Parma prepar'd Ships at Nieuport, 


Dunkirk, Antwerp, and other Places; and 


cauſed ſome new ones to be built with ſuch 
Expedition, that they ſeem'd, as Strada ex- 
preſſes it, to be transform'd in a Moment, 
from Trees into Ships. 

More particularly: In the River of Mat- 
ten he cauſed ſeventy flat-bottom'd Boats to be 
built, each of which could carry thirty Horſes ; 
and to each of them were Bridges fitted for the 


convenient Shipping, or Landing of the Horſes. 


There were in moſt of them, two Ovens for 
baking Bread, with a great Quantity of Sad- 
dles, Bridles, Harneſs, and a good Number of 
Draught-Horſes, to draw the Engines, Can- 


nons, and other Ammunition, after the Spa- 


niards ſhould be landed. Of the ſame Form 
he had provided two hundred other Veſlels at 


 Nieuport, but not ſo large. And at Dunkirk 


he had aſſembled thirty eight Men of War; 
for the navigating of which, he had hired Sai- 
lors from Bremen, Hamburgh, Emden, and 
Genoa. In their Ballaſt he had put a great 
Quantity of Beams, or thick Planks, ſharpned 
at the Ends, and covered with Iron; but full 
of Claſps and Hooks on the Sides, that they

in proper Places, from Ghent to TJenayck, 
Sluys, and Nrewport, on purpoſe to convey the 
Ships built at —_— Ghent, Sc. into the 
Sea. Finally, he afſembled at Bruges above 


one hundred Hoys loaden with Proviſions, 
which he deſigned to bring into the Ports of 


Flanders, either by the Way of Sluys, or 
through the forementioned Channels. 

The Duke of Guiſe had alſo twelve thou- 
ſand Men on the Coaſt of Normandy, ready 
to land in the Weſt of England as ſoon as 


the SpanNIS$H ARMADA had enter'd the Chan- 


nel; but the Spaniards com two Months 
later than they intended, (or for ſome other 
Reaſons) the Duke diſmiſſed his Forces about 
the End of June. DE 


And that this famous Expedition might be 


ſupported with ſpiritual as well as tem 


Weapons, Pope Sixtus V created William 
Allen, a ſeditious Engliſh Prieſt, Cardinal; and 
ſent him as his te into the Low-Countries, 


with a Bull; wherein, after enumerating the 


ſeveral Cauſes of Complaint the See of Rome 
had againſt Queen Elizabeth, (namely her ſup- 


preſſing the Catholic Religion, her putting the 


Queen of Scots to Death, &c.) he renewed 
and confirmed the Sentence of Excommunica- 


tion pronounced againſt her by his Predeceſſors 
Pius V and Gregory XIII, deprived her, as 


illegitimate, and an Uſurper, from all Princely 
Dignity, and Dominion over the Kingdoms of 


| England and Ireland; abſolved her Subjects 
from their Allegiance; and ſtrictly enjoined 


them, upon Pain of Gop Almighty's Diſplea- 


ſure, not to lend her any Help or Aſſiſtance, 


but to join the Spaniſh Army, and the Duke 
of Parma's Forces, as ſoon as they ſhould be 
landed: Promiſing withal a plenary Indul- 
gence and the Pardon of all their Sins, to as

Such were the extraordinary Preparations 
made by the Spaniards for invading England. 


| g Preparations ſo great and fo dreadful, that all 
up the Mouths of Havens and Rivers, was by 


Europe was alarmed at them. Moſt Sovereigns 
expected for ſome Time, with the utmoſt Hor- 
ror and Aſtoniſhment, where the threatening 
Storm, which had been fo long gathering, 
would at laſt fall. But this, though kept as 
a great Secret, did not long eſcape the great 
Sir Francis Walſingham's Sagacity. He had 


Intelligence from Madrid, that King Philip 


had told his Council, he had diſpatched an Ex- 


prels to Rome with a Letter writ with his own 
Hand to the Pope, acquainting him with the 
true Deſign of his Preparations, and aſking his 
Bleſſing upon it; which for ſome Reaſ>ns he 


would not yet diſcloſe to them, till the Return 


of the Courier. The Secret being thus lodg'd 
with the Pope, Walſingbam, by the means of 
a Venetian Prieſt retain'd at Rome as his Spy, 
got a Copy of the original Letter, which was 
ſtolen out of the Pope's Cabinet by a Gentle- 
man of the Bed-Chamber, who took the Keys 
out of the Pope's Pocket whilſt he ſlept. Up- 
on this Intelligence Walſngham found a Way 
to retard the Spaniſh Invaſion for a whole 
Year, by getting the Spaniſb Bills proteſted at 


Genoa, which ſhould have ſupplied them with 


Money to carry on their Preparations. 


Queen Elizabeth, it may well be ſuppoſed, 
could not help being extremely anxious about 


the Iſſue of the great and dreadful Preparations 
that were going on, to deprive her of her 
Crown and Dignity, and perhaps of her * Life. 
This inclined her more readily to embrace 


— —_ RR 


ſome Overtures of Peace, made to her by the 


Spamard**: But it being ſoon found out that 
they were intended only to lull her aſleep, and 
induce her, by depending upon a Peace, to be 
careleſs of her own Defence; and moreover, 
Henry III King of France ſending her Word, 
? ſhe ought to ſtand upon her Guard; ſhe did 
not therefore rely much on the Negociations 
in hand, but took all proper Meaſures for ſe- 
curing herſelf, and protecting her Dominions. 
Her Situation was indeed very melancholy, 
and her Fears well grounded: For ſhe was 
without ſo much as one Ally abroad, except 
the United-Provinces, which themſelves wanted 
Aſſiſtance; and at home ſhe had a factious and

diſcontented Party, ready to join with the En- 
emy: But, by the Aſſiſtance of Heaven, by 


her Management, and the fincere Aﬀe- 
Ction of the Generality of her People, ſhe fur- 


mounted all Difficulties, and came off Con- 
queror. 

When ſhe was ſure the Spaniards Prepa- 
rations were deſign'd againſt her, that ſhe might 
not be taken unprovided, ſhe fitted out as ſtrong 
a Fleet as ſhe poſlibly could; and herem fo 
great was the Diligence of her Subjects, that 
though her Preparations were n but about 
the 1* of November 1587, yet her Fleet was 
ready to put to Sea by the 20th of December 
the ſame Year. 3 
Charles Lord Howard of Effingham, High 
Admiral of England, a Perſon of great Pru- 
dence and Bravery, was appointed Commander 
in Chief of this whole Fleet. His Inſtructions 
were, To repair to the Weſtward, in conjun- 
tion with Sir Francis Drake Vice-Admiral, 
and Captain ohn Hawkins, and Captain Mar- 
tin Frobiſher Rear- Admirals: At the ſame 
Time, the Lord Henry Seymour, ſecond Son 
of the late Duke of Somerſet, had Orders to 
lye on the Coaſt of Flanders, with forty Eng- 
hiſh and Dutch Ships (the latter under the 


Command of Faſtin of Naſſau, Admiral of 


Zealand) to prevent the Duke of Parma's put- 
ting out to Sea with his Forces. 
For Land Service, there were diſpoſed along 


the Southern Coaſts of England twenty thou- 


ſand Men. Beſides which, two Armies were 
raäaiſed of choice, well-diſciplin'd, and experien- 
ced Men; one (under the Command of Ko- 
bert Dudley Earl of Leiceſter, conſiſting of 
one thouſand Horſe, and twenty two thouſand 
Foot, ) was encamped at Tz/bury, near the 
Thames Mouth, for the Safeguard of the City 
of London; becauſe it was given out that the 
Spaniards, after having joined the Duke of 
Parma, intended to come up the Thames, 
in order to make themſelves Maſters of the 
Metropolis of the Kingdom. The other Army, 
under the Command of Henry Carey Lord 
Hunſdon, conſiſted of thirty four thouſand 
Foot, and two thouſand Horſe, and was deſti- 
ned to guard the Queen's Perſon. 

Arthur Lord Grey, Sir Francis Knolls, 
Sir John Norris, Sir Richard Bingham, and 
Sir Roger Williams, Knights, and excellent 
Soldiers, were choſen to conſult about the beſt 
Way of managing the War at Land. After 
mature Deliberation, they thought fit that the

jets could perform, or Prince expect. 
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moſt convenient Landing-Places for the Enemy, 
as well out of Spain as out of the Low-Coun- 
tries, ſhould be well mann'd and fortify'd, name- 
ly Milford-Haven, Falmouth, Plymouth, Port- 
land, the Iſle of Wight, Portſmouth, the open 
Coaſt of Kent called the Downs, the Thames 
Mouth, Harwich, Yarmouth, Hull, Sc. that 
the Train'd Bands, all along the Maritime 
Counties, ſhould meet in Arms upon a Signal 
given, to defend the ſaid Ports, and do their 
beſt to prevent the Enemy's landing; and, in 
Caſe of their landing, that they ſhould lay all 
the Country waſte round about, and leave 
Booty nor Forage for them; that they 
ſhould annoy them Night and Day with con- 
tinual Alarms, ſo as to give them no Reſt; 
but not venture the Hazard of a Battle, till 
more Commanders with their Companies ſhould 
come up; of whom one in every Shire was 
nominated Chief. TO 

Moreover, the active Queen, in order to 


quicken the Zeal and Diligence of her Sub- 


ally of thoſe who lay near the Sea- 
Coaſts, cauſed Letters to be ſent to the chief 
of them: Wherein, after putting them in mind 
of the common and imminent Danger the 
whole Nation was in, ſhe told them, that ſhe 
pected on this extraordinary Occaſion, a a 
&« larger Proportion of Furniture, both for 
« Horſemen and Footmen; thereby to be in 
ce their beſt Strength againſt any Attempt what- 
c ſoever, to be employed, whether about her 
« own Perſon, or otherwiſe. And the Num- 
ce ber ſhe required them to ſignify to her Pri- 
cc vy-Council 3,” She required moreover the 
Nobility in the ſeveral Counties, to provide 
themſelves, and their Servants and Dependants 
in like manner, with Horſes and Armour, to 
be ready to repair upon Summons to the Queen, 
for Defence of her Perſon: And to this Pur- 
poſe Letters were addreſs'd to them from the 
Lords of the Council, by her Command. 

Such were the Directions given. And ac- 
cordingly Cities, Countries, Towns, and Vil- 
"ages, the Cinque-Ports, and all other Havens 
of England, manifeſted as great Forwardneſs 
in their zealous Love and Duty, as either Sub-

Then, as to the reſt of the Nation: As 


ſoon as it was reported that the Queen was 
come near London, and the Spaniſh Fleet ap- 
in the Channel, the greateſt Part of 
the Nobility, except thoſe that were obliged 
to ſtay in each County on account of their 
Offices, repaired to London, to preſerve the 
ueen's Perſon; bringing with them goodly 
Bands of Horſemen, about five thouſand in 
all, and maintaining them at their own Charge 
*till the Spaniſh Navy was known to be paſ- 
ſed beyond Scotland: Theſe were the Lord 
Chancellor Hatton, the Earls of Lincoln, War- 
wick, Leiceſter, Eſſex, Worceſter, and Here- 
ford; the Lord Viſcount Montacute; the Lords 
Burghley, Compton, Morley, Rich, Dacres, 
Windſor, Audley, Sandes, Mordaunt, Lumley, 
Mountjoy, Stourton, and Darcy. 

In a Word, all Perſons throughout Eng- 
land in general, unanimouſly concurred to be 
ready to ſerve for the Defence of the Queen 
and Kingdom: In this there was no Diffe- 
rence between the Catholic and the Proteſtant, 
but herein appeared a perfect Sympathy, Con- 


courſe, and Conſent of all Sorts of Perſons, ing 


without reſpect of Religion. By this hearty 
| Zeal, ſeconded with ſuitable Endeavours, it 
came to paſs, that ſome Counties were able to 
bring into the Field twenty thouſand, and o- 
thers even forty thouſand able fighting Men : 
The Maritime Counties, in particular, on the 
South and Eaft of England, from Cornwall 
to Lincolnſhire, were ſo well furniſhed with a 
ſtout and well regulated Militia, that there 
was no Place for landing foreign Forces, but 
within eight and forty Hours there could re- 
ſort to that Place above twenty thouſand fight- 
ing Men, with Ordnance and other ſuitable 
Proviſions. 5 

And that the Popiſh diſcontented Party at 
home might neither join the Enemy, nor fa- 
vour their Deſcent, the Queen cauſed the moſt

obnoxious of them to be impriſoned in V 
bich-Cuſtle in the Ifle of Eq. 

She alſo directed ** Sir William Fitz-Willi- 
ams, Lord Deputy of Jreland, what to do, 
in caſe the Enemy ſhould land in any Part of 
his Government, and pointed out to him what 
Precautions he ſhould uſe to hinder the 1ri/b 
from riſing. 

There remained only the King of Scots, of 
whom Queen Elizabeth had moſt Reaſon to 
be afraid; fince ſhe had newly given him an 
unpardonable Provocation, namely, in cauſing 
his Mother to be publickly beheaded, who was 
a Sovereign Princeſs, independent of her. This 
was ſufficient to difpoſe him, out of a Princi- 
ple of Revenge, to favour the Deſcent of the 
Spamards in one Extremity of the Kingdom, 
by making a Diverſion in the other. With 
that View he had been tampered with by the 
Duke of Parma, and had received from him 
Offers of Aſſiſtance 3% : But the politic Queen 
ſo effectually careſs'd him, made him ſuch ad- 
vantageous Propoſals, and ſo plainly convinc'd 
him, that the Loſs of England would not fail 
of being attended with that of Scor/and ©; that 
he, ſenſible of the common Danger wherewith 


he was threatened, declar'd the Spaniards E- 


nemies, and made Preparations againſt them 
with great Chearfulneſs and Alacrity : # Giv- 
a ſtrict Charge upon all the Sea-Coaſts, 
that the Spaniards ſhould not be ſuffered to 
land in any Part, but that the Exg//b might 
land, and be reliev'd of any Wants: He 
moreover offer'd Queen Elizabeth his Fo 

his Perſon, and all that he could command, 
to be employed againſt the common Enemy : 
And he humourouſly obſerv'd upon this Oc- 
caſion , That he look'd for no other Favour 


from the Spaniards, than what Polyphemus pro- 


mis'd Ulyſles, that he ſhould be reſerv'd for the 
laſt Morſel. by

Thirdly, To give an Account of the Expe- 
dition, and the ſeveral Engagements between 
the two Fleets, with the final Event of the 
whole. 


The King of Spain's Inſtructions to his Ge- 
neral, were, To repair to Calais Road, and 
there wait for the Arrival of the Duke of 
Parma, who had Orders to join him with his 
Fleet and Forces; and, upon their meeting, to 
open a Letter directed to them both, with fur- 
ther Orders | particularly, to advance up the 
Thames, and attack London.] He was ſtrictl 
enjoined, in the mean time, to fail along the 
Coaſts of Bretagne and Normandy, in order to 
avoid being diſcovered by the Exgliſb Fleet; 
and if unexpectedly he ſhould meet them, not 


to offer Battle, but act only upon the De- 
fenſive.

With theſe Inſtructions, the Spaniſb Fleet 
ſet fail on the 19" of May from the Tagus, 
and ſteer d for the Groyne, the Place of 
ral Rendezvous. But they had not been | 


_— 
at Sea, before they were ſo diſperſed by a 


violent Storm, off of Cape Finiſterre, that 
ſcarce the third Part of them reached, ſome 
Days after, the intended Port: And three of 
the Gallies, by the Stratagem of David Gwyn, 


an Engliſh Slave, aſſiſted by ſome of the 


AMooriſp Rowers, were run into a Harbour of 
France *. 

In the mean time, the Lord Howard hav- 
ing continued a good while upon the Narrow 
Seas between England and Flanders *, ſent 
Sir Francis Drake towards the Weſtern Coaſts, 
with about fifty Sail, great and ſmall ; intend- 


ing to follow himſelf, with a ſtronger Force, 


if there ſhould be Occaſion. For the preſent 
he remained in the Downs, with the Lord 
Henry Seymour his Vice-Admiral, where they 
had under their Command twenty Ships be- 
longing to the City of London, with ſeveral 
other Veſſels fitted out by the Coaſt- Towns, 
from the Thames to Newcaſtle, But News 


being brought of the Armada's being ready 


to put to Sea, the Admiral left the Lord 
Henry Seymour with a convenient Number of 
Ships, to watch the Duke of Parma's Mo- 
tions; and ſetting Sail on the 21* of May, 


with about thirty Veſſels of all Sorts, arrived 


on the 23" at Plymouth. Here he was joined 
by Sir Francis Drake, whom he conſtituted 
his Vice-Admiral, and whoſe Squadron, by 
the Addition of ſome Veſſels from the Weſtern 
Ports, amounted now to fixty Sail. 

The Lord Howard, upon his Arrival at 
Plymouth, gave Orders for the Victualling, and 
putting in Readineſs, the whole Fleet, which 
now conſiſted in all of about ninety Ships and 
Barks. As ſoon as it was ready he put out 
to Sea, and cruized at the Channel's Mouth, 
between bent and Scilly, looking out for the 
Spaniſh Fleet. He thus continued cruizing for 
ſeveral Days, ſometimes upon the Coaſt of 
France, and ſometimes upon that of England; 
and, at laſt, hearing nothing of the Spaniards, 


y returned to Plymouth, for a new Supply of 


Victuals, and other Neceſſaries. 

Mean while, fourteen Spaniſh Ships were 
diſcovered between Uſhent and Scilly, which 
were afterwards known to have been ſeparated 
from the reſt of the Fleet by the late Storm. 
But before they could be met with by any

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Enxgliſb Ships, they had a Northerly Wind, 
which carried them back to the Groyne; where, 
and at the neighbouring Ports, the whole Fleet 
took in their Soldiers and Warlike Proviſions. 
The Spaniſh Fleet, as has been ſaid above, 
had been diſperſed, and ſome hat diſabled by 


a violent Storm. This had like to have proved 


more fatal to the Exgliſh than to the Spaniards 
themſelves *. For it being reported all over 
Europe, that the whole Spaniſh Fleet was de- 
ſtroyed, Queen Elizabeth and her Miniſters 
thought that it was at leaſt ſo damaged, as 
that it could not proceed till the next Year. 
Relying therefore upon this Intelligence, which 
they took for certain, Secretary Walſingham 
ſignified the Queen's Pleaſure to the Lord 
High-Admiral, to fend back four of his largeſt 
Ships into Port. His Lordſhip had, in the 
mean time, likewiſe Intelligences ſundry ways, 
that the Enemy's Fleet was diſperſed into feve- 
ral Ports of Spain, diſtreſſed, ſpoiled, in want 
of Proviſions, and with a great Mortality a- 


mong the Men. This, however, happened to 
be only a falſe Rumour. The Lord-Admiral 


not thinking it ſafe to depend upon ſuch Un- 
certainties, when the Nation's All was at Stake, 
got the Order countermanded ; alledging how 
dangerous it was to be too credulous in a mat- 
ter of fuch Importance, and that he would ra- 
ther keep the Ships out at his own Charge, 
than hazard his Country's Safety. But, in or- 
der to be fully ſatisfied, (as he was fure that 
the Coaſts of England and France, which he 
had examined, were clear) he thought proper *, 
with the Advice of a Council of War, to take 
the Opportunity of the firſt Northerly Wind, 
and go in queſt of the yours Fleet, in the 
Groyne, and other Ports of Gallicia; and there 
utterly deſtroy it, if it were already ſo diſa- 
bled as was reported; or, if otherwiſe, to get 
certain Intelligence concerning its true State 
and Condition. Accordingly his Lordſhip 
made Sail for the Coaſt of Spain, with a 
Northerly Wind, and held the fame Courſe 
for about three Days, from the 8 to the 10® 
of July. He was not then above forty Leagues 
from that Kingdom, when being informed that 
the Enemy's Fleet was not ſo much damaged 
as reported, and the Wind coming to be Sou- 
therly, he judged it beſt (as his Inſtructions 
were to guard the Engliſh Coaſts,) to return 
to Plymouth; leſt the ſame Wind ſhould bring 
the Enemies out, and carry them by him, un- 
ſeen, towards England. He arrived at Ply- 


Camden Ann, and Burchett. s Cotton MSS. 
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mouth the 12" of Fuly, and with great Expe- 
dition ſupplied his Fleet with whatever Neceſ- 
ſaries were wanting. 

His Caution was indeed very ſeaſonable: 
For with the ſame Southerly Wind the Duke 
of Medina Sidonia ſailed, with the whole Fleet 
under his Command, from the Groyne, on the 
12" of July, (the very ſame Day the Lord 
Admiral arrived at Plymonth,) and in two or 
three Days detached a Yatch to the Duke of 
Parma, with Notice of his being advanced fo 
far. He preſſed him at the ſame Time, to be 
ready with the Troops and Ships he was dire- 
Cted to provide, in order to paſs over into 
England under his Convoy, as ſoon as he 
ſhould be arrived in the Streights of Dover. 

While the Spaniſh Fleet lay at the Groyne *, 
an Engliſh Fiſherman that was taken and 
brought to that Place, gave the Enemies, ei- 
ther out of Ignorance or Deſign, this falſe Ac- 
count: That the Enghſþ Fleet had lately 
“been at Sea; but ſeeing no Proſpect of the 
« Spanards purſuing their Deſign that Year, 
« was returned, and the greater Part of the 


Men belonging to the Ships diſcharged. ” 


This falſe Intelligence made the Duke of Me- 
dina Sidonia deviate from his InſtruQtions ; 
and as he vainly ſuppoſed that he could eaſi- 
ly ſurprize our Fleet, and burn or otherwiſe 
deſtroy it, he reſolved not to loſe ſo glorious 
an Opportunity. Inſtead therefore of going 
directly to join the Duke of Parma, a Reſo- 
lution was taken in the Spaniſh Fleet, to bend 
their Courſe towards England. 

On the 16" of July there was a Calm 
and a thick Fog till Noon. Then the North 
Eaſt Wind blew very ſtrong, and preſently 
after the Weſt Wind *till Midnight; and 
then the Eaſt - South Eaſt Wind; infomuch 
that the Spaniſh Fleet being thereby diſperſed, 
was hardly joined again till it came within 
Sight of England. At length this Fleet, after 
an indifferent Paſſage over the Bay of Biſcay, 
arrived July 19, in Sight of England, and en- 
tered the Channel. The firſt Land they made 
was the Lizard, which they took to be the 
Ram's Head near Plymouth; but Night ap- 
proaching, they ſtood off, deſigning the next 
Morning to attack the Enghſh Ships in Ply- 
mouth Harbour. 8 

The ſame Day *, the Lord Admiral was 
informed by Captain Thomas Flemming, Com- 
mander of the Golden Hind Pinnace, who had 
been left in the Channel for Diſcovery, that

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were about ſeven Miles aſunder) coming flowl 


to be. He did all that a 
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the Spaniſb Fleet was ſeen near the 
Lizard, the Wind being then South- 
erly, or South-Weſt. Tho' the Wind blew 
hard into P/ymouth-Sound, and the Intelligence 
was not received *till about Four o' Clock in 
the Afternoon, yet his Lordſhip, with much 
Diligence and Induſtry, got out the ſame E- 
vening with fix of his Ships, and anchored 
with them alone the whole Night, without the 
Harbour. 

The next Day, July 20, the Lord High- 
Admiral, accompanied with fifty four Ships 
of his Fleet, that had plied out of the Sound, 
notwithſtanding the South - Weſt Wind, ad- 
vanced towards the Enemy. They were ſcarce 
got as far as the Eddyſtone, when they diſco- 
vered, about Noon, the Spaniſh Fleet to the 
>... Weſtward, oppoſite to Fowey, in form 
| of a half Moon (the Points whereof

up the Channel, tho' with full Sails. The 
Engliſh ſuffered them to paſs by unmoleſted, 


that they might chace them in the rear, with 


all the Advantage of the Wind. | 
The next Morning, July 21, all the Eng- 
liſh Ships being then come out of Plymouth, 
and in number near a hundred, had recovered 
the Wind of the Spaniards '*, two Leagues to 
the Weſtward of Edayſtone. About Nine 
o' Clock, the Lord-Admiral ſent his Pinnace, 
named the Defiance '', to denounce War a- 
gainſt the Enemy, by the Diſcharge of all her 
Guns. He himſelf immediately ſeconded her 
from his own Ship, the Ark-Royal, by thun- 
dering furiouſly on one of the Enemy's, com- 
manded by Alphonſo de Leva, which he miſ- 
took for the Sr. Martin, the Admiral's Ship; 
.but ſhe was, after a ſmart Engagement, 
reſcued by the Spaniards. In the mean 
time, Sir Francis Drake, Captain John Haw- 
kins, and Captain Martin Forbiſher, vigorouſly 
engaged the Enemy's ſternmoſt Ships, under 
the Conduct of their Vice-Admiral Recal/de ; 
in one of which Recal/de himſelf was ſuppoſed 
gallant Officer could 
do to keep his Ships together; but the Fight 
was ſo briſkly maintained, that, notwithſtand- 
ing all his Endeavours, they were forced to 
retreat to the main Body of the Fleet; and at 
length, his own Ship being very much dama- 
ged with Shot, and grown unſerviceable, he 
retired thither himſelf, tho' with much ado.

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In this firſt Engagement Recalde's Ship loſt

At the ſame time, the Duke of Medina 
gathered together his Fleet '*, which was diſ- 
perſed about; and hoiſting more Sail, held on 
his Courſe with all the Speed he could make. 
Nor was it in his Power to do otherwiſe, ſee- 
ing the Wind favoured the Engliſb, and their 
Ships were ſo light and nimble, that they 
would charge, wind, and tack about with in- 
credible Swiftneſs; whereas the Spaniſb great 


and heavy Slugs, ſtood like ſo many Butts for 
the Engliſh Shot. Although the Spaniards 


were fo briſkly charged by the Engliſb, they 
made a running Fight of it; and, after a ſmart 
Engagement of two Hours, the Lord High- 
Admiral thought fit to deſiſt, becauſe forty of 
his Ships were not yet come up, being ſcarce 
got out of Plymouth Haven . So not proceed- 


y ing any farther, he gave the Signal for a 


Council of War; — Wherein his Lordſhip's 
prudent and confiderate Advice being very 
much approved, Orders were delivered to each 
Captain, in what manner they ſhould purſue 
the Enemy. 3 

The Night following, one of the Spaniſh 
Ships, called the St. Katherine, having recei- 
ved much Damage in the Fight, was brought 
into the midſt of their Fleet, to be repaired *. 
And a large Biſcayan Ship of eight hundred 
Tuns, belonging to Michael de Oguendo, Ad- 
miral of the Gaypyſcoar Squadron, on board 
of which was the Treaſurer of the Fleet, was 
deſignedly ſet on Fire by a Dutch Gunner, 
who had been ill uſed '*; but the Spaniards 
took out the beſt Part of the Money, when 
they ſaw the Ship in Danger; and after 
her upper Part was burnt and blown up, the 
Flame was extinguiſhed by ſome Ships that 


came ſeaſonably to her Aſſiſtance. But one of 
them, a 


great Galleon, commanded by Don 
Pedro de Valdes, ſprang her Foremaſt and 
Boltſprit, by falling foul of another Veſſel in 
the Hurry and Confuſion; and fo, not being 
able to keep Company with the reſt of the 
Fleet, was left behind. The Night being ex- 
tremely dark, and the Sea running ſo high, 
that no Succour could come to her, ſhe fell the 
next Day, July 22, into the Hands of | 

Sir Francis Drake; who had her con- 
ducted to Dartmouth, and ſent the Captain, 
and ſome other Gentlemen who were on board,

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Priſoners to Plymouth, where they remained 
eighteen Months, till their Ranſoms were paid. 
In this Galleon was found fifty five thouſand 
Ducats of Gold, which Drake's Men ſhared 
amongſt themſelves. 

This Night the Spanrſh Fleet bore along 
by the Start, and the next Morning was as far 
to the Leward as the Berry. Sir Francis 
Drake had been ordered to carry Lights ; but 
being in full Chace of ſome German Hulks, 
or Merchant-Men, which he diſcovered late in 
the Evening, and took for Enemies, he hap- 
pened to neglect it ; which occaſioned moſt of 
the Fleet to lye by all Night, becauſe not ſee- 
ing the Lights, they knew not whom to fol- 
low. For that Reaſon, Sir Francis, and the 
reſt of the Fleet, did not come up *till the 


next Evening with the Lord Admiral; who, 
accompanied only with the Bear and the Ma- 


ry Roſe, had purſued the Enemy, within Cul- 
verin Shot, all the foregoing Night. Thro' 
this Miſtake, the reſt of the Eugliſb Fleet ſtaid 
ſo far behind, that the next Morning the near- 
eſt could ſcarce be ſeen half Maſt high, and 
very many were quite out of Sight. | 
Jui 22. This whole Day the Spamſh Ad- 
miral ſpent in diſpoſing his Fleet in the beſt 
Order he could think of. He commanded 
Alphonſo de Leva to bring the firſt and the 
laſt Squadron together; and ailigning every 
particular Ship its proper Station in Battle, ac- 
cording to the Plan agreed on in Spain, en- 
joined their reſpective Commanders to keep the 
ſame on Pain of Death. He alſo diſpatch'd 
Glich, an Enſign, to the Prince of Parma, to 
adviſe him of his near Approach, and inform 
him of the State of the Navy. In the mean 


time, the forementioned Ship of Oguendo hav- 


ing been much damaged by the Fire, the Spa- 


niſh Admiral ordered, after the Officers, Men, 
and Money were removed into another Veſſel, 

that ſne ſhould be abandoned, and ſet 
14725 adrift . Whereupon, the Lord High- 
Admiral ſent the Lord Thomas Howard, and 
Captain Hawkins in a ſmall Skiff on board her, 
who found her in a very pitiful Condition. Her 
Decks were fallen in, the Steerage broken, the 
Stern blown out, and about fifty poor Creatures 
burnt with Powder in a moſt miſerable manner. 
The Stench, as well as the horrible Spectacle, 
ſoon made them return to the Lord-Admural ; 
who ordered the Bark Fleming to conduct her 
into ſome Port, and accordingly ſhe was brought 
the next Day into Weymouth.

The Night following prov'd very calm; 
during which, the four Galeaſſes of Naples 


ſingling themſelves from the reſt of the Ene- 


my's Fleet, gave Reaſon to ſuſpect that they 
had a Deſign to diſtreſs ſome of the ſmall 
Engliſh Veſt s, which were ſhort of the Fleet; 
but their Courage failing them, they atempted 
nothing. 

On the 230 the Wind turning to the North- 
Eaſt, the Spaniards took the Advantage of it; 
and when they came over againſt Portland, 
tacked about upon the Exgliſb, who preſently 
tacked likewiſe, and ſtood in to the North- 
Welt, towards the Shore, as did the Spaniards 


alſo. But that Courſe not being good for the 
Exgliſb to recover the Wind of the Spaniards, 


the former caſt about to the Eaſtward. And, 
after ſeveral Attempts on both Sides to get the 
Weather-gage, the Spaniards offering to board 
the Engliſh, a ſmart Engagement began, which 
was managed with Confuſton enough, and with 
Variety of Succeſs. The Enemy ſeeing ſeve- 
ral of the Enghſh Ships waited their coming, 
particularly the Ark, the Nonpareil, the Eli- 
zabeth- Fonas, the Viftory, Sc. they fell a ſtern 


the Nonpareil, which was the hindmoſt Ship; 


and in the mean time, the Triumph, with the 
Merchant-Royal, the Centurion, the Margaret 
and John, the Mary- Roſe, and the Golden- 
Lion, were ſo far to the Leward, and at ſuch a 
Diſtance from the reſt of the Fleet, that the 
Galleafles took Courage, and bearing down 
upon them, attacked them very vigoroully ; but 
they gave them a warm Reception for an Hour 
and a half, till ſome of her Majeſty's Ships 
came to their Relief. 

The Wind then ſhifted to the South-Eaſt, 


and afterwards to the South - South-Weſt; 


whereupon a Body of Engliſb Ships, 

and ſeveral Merchant-Men attacked tige 
Spaniſh Fleet fo ſharply to the Weſtward, 
that it was all forced to give way. The Lord- 
Admiral perceiving this, and obſerving at the 
ſame Time the Diſtreſs which the Triumph and 
the five Ships above mentioned in her Com- 
pany, were 1n, he ordered ſome Ships that were 
then near at hand, to follow him, and to ſet 
upon the Spamards a- freſn; and he ſtrictly 
charged them, to go within Muſket-Shot of 
the Enemy, before they diſcharged any one 
Piece of Ordnance, that they might have a 


better Mark, and more effectually fuccour the 


Triumph. This was immediately performed by 
the 4rk, the Elizabeth. Jonas, the Galleon of 


20 Camden.

my's, made the Attack with more 
and Agility; and when they had given a 
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Leiceſter, the Golden Lion, the Yifory, the 
Mary Roſe, the Dreadnought, and the Swat 
low; for in that order they proceeded. The 
Duke of Medina perceiving their Deſign, came 
out with ſixteen of his beſt Galleons, to inter- 
cept the Lord Admiral, and ſtop him from 
aſliſting the Triumph. But, after a very ſharp 
Conflict, the Spaniards were forced to give 
way, and for their greater Safety to gather 
themſelves cloſe into a Roundel, their beſt and 
largeſt Ships ſtanding outermoſt, and fencing 
the leſſer and the moſt battered. In this Con- 
fiat, William Coxe, Captain of a ſmall Pinnace 
of Sir William Winter's, nam'd the Delight, 
was ſlain by a great Shot, while he was bravely 
fighting againſt the Enemy. 

Towards the Evening, four or five of the 
Spaniſh Veſſels edged out of the South-Weſt- 


ward, where they were met by ſome of our 


Ships; amon 
London valiantly diſcharged ſome Pieces of Can- 
non at them; and, on this and other Occaſions, 


that Ship's Company behaved with great Reſo- 


lution and Courage. 

Thus the Fight continued from Moraing till 
Night, being managed with great Bravery; but 
the Spaniards Shot flew, for the moſt part, o- 
ver the Heads of the Ezp/iſh, without doing 
Execution **; the reaſon of which was, that 
the Engliſb Ships being far leſs than the Ene- 


Quickneſs 


Broad-Side, ſheer'd off to a convenient Di- 


ſtance; and levell'd their Shot ſo direcly at 


the larger and more unweildy Ships of the Spa- 
niards, as ſeldom to miſs their Aim. Some 
advis d the Lord- Admiral, with more Heat 
than Diſcretion, io grapple with and board 
them; but he thought it neither ſafe nor con- 
venient; becauſe the Enemy's Fleet had a con- 
ſiderable Army on board, whereas ours had no 
ſuch Advantage; beſides their Ships far ex- 
ceeded the Engliſh in Number and Bulk, and 
were much ſtronger and higher built; inſo- 
much that their Men having the Opportunity 
to ply the others from ſuch lofty Decks, muſt 
inevitably have deſtroyed thoſe that were obli- 
ged, as it were, to fight beneath them. And 
he foreſaw likewiſe, that the Damage and Diſ- 

of a total Defeat would much outweigh 
the Advantage of a Victory, ſhould he happen 
to obtain it; ſince, if he was vanquiſhed, it 
would have much endangered the Safety of the 
whole Kingdom; but if he got the better, he

Lordſhip 
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could obtain no more than the naked Credit 
of putting a Fleet in Diſorder, and baffling an 
Enemy. In this Day's Engagement, a great 
Venetian Ship, with ſeveral other ſmaller ones 
were taken by the Exphſp *. 

On the 24" of July, there was but little 
done **; the Fight being only between four 
great Galleaſſes and ſome Engliſb Veſſels **. 
The Spamards, upon this Occaſion had great 
Advantage, ſince their Ships had Oars, and 
ours, by reaſon of a Calm, had no uſe of 
their Sails. However, the Exgliſb galled the 
Enemy very much vith their Cannon and 
Chain-Shot; but at laſt, wanting Powder and 
other Neceſſaries to continue the Fight, the 
Lord Admiral ſent ſome Veſſels into the next 
Port for a Supply. In the mean time, a Coun- 
cil of War was held, wherein it was agreed, 


That the Fleet ſhould be divided into four 


oft which, the May-Flower of Squadrons, to be commanded, the firſt by the 
Lord Admiral himſelf in the 4r#-Roya/; the 


ſecond by Sir Francis Drake in the Revenge ; 
the third by Captain Hawkins; and the fourth 
This Afternoon, his 
gave order, that in the Night, ſix 
Merchant-Ships out of every Squadron (as be- 
ing the lighteſt) ſhould ſet upon the Spaniſh 


g Fleet in ſeveral Places at once; but it being 


calm all that Night, nothing could be done. 
The next Morning, July 25, both _ 

Fleets being come over againſt the Iſle 3 
of Wight, (which the Spaniards had reſolved 
to make themſelves Maſters of,) and not above 
a hundred Yards aſunder, a terrible Fight be- 
gan. The Sr. Ann, a large Portugueſe Gal- 
leon, being ſhort of the reſt to the Southward, 
becauſe not able to keep up with them, was 
attack d by ſome of Captain Hawkins's Squa- 
dron, which ſtood next to it; who cauſing 
themſelves to be towed along, attempted to 
board her, and went ſo cloſe, that their Boats 
were beaten off with Muſket-Shot : Lera and 
Don Diego Telles Enriques perceiving the Gal- 
leon's Danger, iſſued out of the Spaniſh Fleet 
with three Galleaſſes, and endeavoured to reſ- 
cue her; but they were ſo warmly received b 
the Lord Admiral himſelf, and the Lord Tho- 
mas Howard in the Golden Lion, who, by 
reaſon of the Calm, had their Ships tow'd a- 
long with Boats, that the Galleon was got off 
with much Difficulty, and not without Loſs ; 
for one of the Galleaſſes was forc'd to be car- 
ried away upon the Careen ; another, by a 
Shot from the Art, loſt her Lanthorn; and

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were interchanged between the Ar and Lion 
and the Galleaſſes, in Sight of both Fleets, 
which looked on, and could not come near by 
reaſon of the Calm. At length it began to 
blow a ſmall Gale, whereupon the Spaniſb Fleet 
edged up to ſuccour their Galleaſſes, and fo 
reſcued them; but ſo roughly were the Gal- 
leaſſes handled, that after this none of them 
would venture upon any new Engagement. 
Then the Fleets drawing near one another 
the Fight was renewed ; but it did not conti- 
nue long; except that the Nonpareil and the 
Mary Roſe were for ſome time engaged with 
the Enemy, and ſtriking their Topſails, lay a 
while by, and braved the whole Fleet of Spain. 
In the mean while, the Triumph, to the North- 
ward of the Spaniſh Fleet, was ſo far to Le- 
ward, that being apprehenſive ſome of the E- 
nemy might weather her, ſhe towed off with 
the Help of ſeveral Boats, and ſo recovered the 
Wind. The Bear and the Elizabeth Jonas 
perceiving her in Diſtreſs, bore down to reſcue 
her, and by their Boldneſs put themſelves into 
the like Danger; but they, however, made 
their party good, till they had recovered the 
Wind. And thus ended this Day's Fight, 
which was very ſharp for the time. 
The Spaniards gave a different Account 
of this Day's Engagement; for they ſaid that 
the Engliſh did miſerably batter, with their 
great Guns, the Spaniſh Admiral, who lay in 


the rear; came ſo near him as to kill many of 


his Men; brought his Mainmaſt by the board; 
and he was in great Danger of being loft, had 
not Mexia and Recalde come timely to his Aſ- 
ſiſtance; but that, after this, the Spaniſh Ad- 
miral and his Men, ſeconded by Reca/de, and 
others, ſet upon the Engliſb Admiral, who by 
the turning of the Wind happily eſcaped; that 
the Spaniards from that time gave over the 
Chace, and keeping on their Courſe, diſpatch'd 
a Meſſenger to the Duke of Parma, to deſire 
him to come and join the Armada with his 
own Squadron as ſoon as poſſible; and to ſend 
them withal ſome great Shot for the uſe of the 
main Fleet. 

However it be, the Engliſh had ſo batter- 
ed the Enemy in the laſt Conflict, that the 
latter had Recourſe to the Form of a Roundel 
for their better Security. 

„On Friday, Fuly 26, the Lord High-Ad- 
miral ſent for the Lord Thomas Howard, the 
Lord Sheffield, Roger Townſend, Captain Mar-

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the third her Peak-head. Thus many Shots tin Forbiſher, Captain Fohn Hawkins, on board 


his own Ship the Art; and there confer'd on 
them the Honour of Knighthood, as well for 
a Reward of their good Services in the late 
Engagement, as for an Encouragement to the 
reſt of the Officers. 

Next, a Council of War being held, it 
was determined, as our Ships to want 
Powder and Shot, that they ſhould not attack 
the Spaniards again till they came to the 


Streights of Calais; becauſe they would there 


be joined and reinforced by the Squadron un- 
der the Command of the Lord Henry Seymour 
and Sir William Winter, ſtationed in thoſe 
Parts to block up the Duke of Parma; and 
might, at the ſame time, receive a plentiful 
Store of Ammunition from our Coaſts. 
So the Spaniſh Fleet failed forward, Os 
this and the beſt part of the next Day, 
with a gentle Gale at South-Weſt and by 
South, the Enghſh following them cloſe, and 


driving them like Sheep before them; and fo 


far was this Invincible Armada from alarmin 


the Sea-Coaſts with any frightful Apprehenſi- 


ons, that a great many of the young Nobility 
and Gentry entered themſelves Volunteers, and 
taking leave of their Parents, Wives, and Chil- 
dren, did, with incredible Chearfulneſs, hire 
Ships at their own Cha 


rge; and, in pure Love 


to their Country, joined the Grand Fleet in 


vaſt numbers : ** Among which were, the Earls 
of Oxford, Northumberland, and Cumberland; 


the Lord Dadley ; Sir Thomas, Sir Robert, and 


William Cecil; Sir Henry Brooke, Sir William 
Hatton, Sir Charles Blount, Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, Sir Robert Carey, Sir Ambroſe Willough- 
by, Sir Thomas Vavaſor, Sir Horatio Pallavi. 
cini; Thomas Gerard, Henry Nowel, Edward 
Darcy, Thomas Woodhouſe, William Harvey, 
Arthur Gorges, and others; * and at the ſame 
time, the Juſtices of Peace in the maritime 
Counties, as alſo the Earl of Suſſex, Sir George 
Carey, and the Captains of the Forts and Caſ- 
tles along the Sea-Coaſts, ſent Ships, Men, 
Powder, Shot, Victuals, and all kinds of Pro- 
viſions, for the Relief and Aſſiſtance of the 
main Fleet. 


% July 27. This Day, towards the Even- 


ing, the Spaniſh Fleet came to an Anchor be- 
fore Calars; ” intending for Dunkirk, where 
they were to join the Prince of Parma's For- 
ces; but their Pilots having told them, that, 
if they ventured any farther, they ſhould be in 
danger of being. carried away by the Force of

the Tide into the Northern Channel, for that 
Reaſon they proceeded no farther than Calais; 
the Engliſh, on their part, followed them cloſe, 
and anchored within Culverin-Shot of them ; 
and, by the acceſſion of the Ships under the 
Lord Henry Seymour and Sir William Winter, 


conſiſted now of a hundred and forty Sail, all 
ſtout Ships, and nimble and good Sailors ; tho' 


the main Brunt of the Engagement lay but 


upon fifteen or ſixteen of them. 

The Spaniards now ſent ſeveral Meflengers, 
one after another, to the Duke of Parma, to 
preſs and importune him to ſend out forty Fly- 
Boats to their Aſſiſtance ; without which, b 
reaſon of the Unweildineſs of their Ships, they 
could not, as they ſaid, engage the light and 
active Veſſels of the Engliſh; they entreated 
him likewiſe, with t Earneſtneſs, to uſe all 
Speed in embarking his Army, and be ready 
to take the firſt Opportunity, under their Pro- 
tection, of landing in England; but it ſeems 
he was not ready, and fo could not anſwer 
their Summons ; his flat-bottom'd Boats were 
all leaky, his Proviſions not yet all brought in, 
and his Sailors, who had been hitherto kept 


together againſt their Wills, had deſerted in 


great numbers; beſides, thirty five Men of 


War belonging to Holland and Zealand, com- 


manded by Count Juſtin de Naſſau, continued 


to block up the very Mouth of the Harbours 


of Dunkirk and Nieuport, from whence alone 
he could put to Sea; and ſo well were they 


furniſhed with great Guns and ſmall Arms, 


that he could not poſſibly put from Shore, 


without running a very great and manifeſt 


Danger ; however, intending as ſoon as he con- 
veniently could, to join the Spaniſh Fleet, he 
ſent a Pinnace to inform the Duke of Medina, 
4 39 That he could not be ready for them till 
« the Friday following, September 4; but the 
Spaniſh Fleet was forced to depart before that 
time, in the utmoſt Hurry and Confuſion. | 

% For, on July 28, the next Day 
PLATES: after their coming to an Anchor, the 
Lord Admiral, by the Queen's expreſs Com- 
mand and Direction, ſingled out eight of his 
worſt Ships; beſtowed upon them good Plenty 
of Pitch, Tar, Roſin, and Wildfire; lined them 
well with Brimſtone and other combuſtible Mat- 
ter; and loaded all their Cannon with Bullets, 
Chains, and the like deſtructive Inſtruments ; 
thus equip'd, he ſent them with the Wind and 
Tide, about two o' Clock in the Morning,

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into the midſt of the Spaniſh Fleet, under the 
Conduct of —— Young and —— Prowſe ; who 
when they were come within Cannon-Shot, ſet 
Fire to the Trains, and then retired. The Ap- 
proach of theſe Fire-Ships, and the dreadful 
Blaze which the Fire made all the Sea over, 
was no ſooner perceived by the Spaniards, but 
it put their whole Fleet into the utmoſt Con- 
ſternation. Many of the Soldiers on board had 
been at the Siege of Antwerp *', and ſeen the 
deſtructive Machines made uſe of there: Suſ- 
peCting therefore that theſe were big with other 
Engines of Slaughter, beſides the deſtructive 


y Element that ſhow'd itſelf without, they began 


to raiſe a moſt hideous Clamour of, Cut your 
Cables, or get up your Anchors; © and in a 
panic Fright put to Sea with all the Confuſton 
and Precipitancy imaginable. TO 

The Spaniards reported, however, That 
their Admiral, upon the Approach of the Fire- 
Ships, made the Signal for weighing Anchor, 
and ſtanding out to Sea; and ordered that 
each Ship, after the Danger was over, ſhould 
return to her Station ; that he did return him- 
ſelf, and fired a Gun as a Signal for the reſt 
to do the like; but the Report thereof was 
heard but by few; becauſe their Fears had fo 
diſperſed them, that ſome were got a conſide- 
rable way out to Sea, and others among the 
Shoals on the Coaſt of Flanders. 

However it was, the Spaniſh Fleet being by 
this ſucceſsful Stratagem thus driven from their 
Station in Calais-Road **, another very ſharp 
Engagement began the next Morning about 
Eight o' Clock, F#ly 29, and continued eight 
Hours. The chief Galleaſs, commanded by 
Hugo de Moncada, having in the laſt Night's 
Confuſion loſt her Rudder, by falling foul of 
another Ship's Cable, and floated up and down 
for ſome time before the Wind, endea- 
voured to fave herſelf by rowing into 
Calais Harbour; which the Lord Admiral per- 
ceiving, he diſpatch'd Mr. Amias Preſton, one 
of his Lieutenants, into his Long-Boat, with 
Mr. Thomas Gerrard, Mr. William Hervey, 
and others, to take her; ſhe did not however 
ſurrender till after a ſharp and doubtful Diſ- 
pute, wherein FHlago de Moncada was killed, 
by a Shot in the Head; and the Soldiers and 
Rowers to the number of four hundred, either 
drowned or put to the Sword: The Ship 
and Guns, after the Exgliſb had freed three 
hundred Galley-Slaves which were on board,

In the taking of this Galleaſs, Mr. Ge- 
rard and Mr. Harvey ſignalized themſelves ; 
for they entered it only with their Swords; a 
thing then commonly ſpoken of with Admira- 
tion, the like having never been hazarded be- 
fore, conſidering the Height of this Galleaſs 
compar'd to a Ship's Boat. 

The reſt of the Spaniards in the mean 
time, managed their Fleet as well as they could, 
and ſtood over againſt Grave/ing, where the 
Engliſh once more getting the Weather-Gage 
of them, deprived them of the Conveniency of 
Calais-Road, and kept them from receiving a- 
ny Supplies from Dunkirk. 

» Whilſt the Lord Admiral was employed 
in taking the forementioned Galleaſs, Sir Fran- 
cis Drake in the Revenge, with Mr. Thomas 
Fenner in the Nonpareil, and the reſt of his 
Squadron, warmly engaged the Spaniſh Fleet ; 
| ſoon after Sir John Hawkins in the Viclory, 
accompanied with Mr. Edward Fenton in the 
Mary. Roje, Sir George Beeſton in the Dread- 
nought, Mr. Richard Hawkins in the Swallow, 
and the reſt of that Squadron; together with 
Sir Robert Southwell in the Elizabeth- Jonas, 
and Mr. Robert Croſs in the Hope; bearing up 
with the Middle of the Spaniſh Fleet, there 
continued all that Forenoon a furious Engage- 
ment, wherein Sir George Beeſton behaved him- 
ſelf very valiantly ; they were in the mean 
time ſeconded by the Lord Admiral, the Lord 
Thomas Howard, and the Lord Sheffield, who 
alſo acquitted themſelves very bravely : Aſtern 
of theſe a t Galleon was attack'd by the 
Earl of Cumberland and Mr. George Ryman in 
the Bonaventure, and was likewiſe battered by 
the Lord Henry Seymour in the Rainbow, and 
Sir William Winter in the Vanguard; and 
tho? ſhe then recovered the Fleet, yet ſhe ſunk 
the Night following. . 
5® On the other hand, the Duke of Medina, 
with the reſt of the Spaniſh Captains, as Leva, 
Ocquendo, Recalde, &c. having with much ado 
got clear of the Shallows, were forced to ſtand 
the Brunt of the Enghſb Fire, till they were 
miſerably torn, and in ſeveral Places ſhot 
through; and a great Galleon of Biſcay, of

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five hundred Tuns, with two Saicks, were ſunk. 
The Galleon Sr. Matthew, of eight hundred 
Tuns, commanded by Don Diego de Piemen- 
telli, coming to the Aſſiſtance of Don Fran- 
ciſco de Toledo, in the St. Philip, another Gal- 
leon of ſeven hundred Tuns, they were both 
miſerably ſhattered by the Lord Henry Sey- 
mour and Sir William Winter; and being dri- 
ven on the Coaſt of Oftend, were likewiſe there 
roughly handled by the Zealanders ; but Pie- 
mentelli refuſing to leave his Ship, (though the 
Duke of Medina ſent him his own,) did all he 
could to diſengage himſelf; and therefore ma- 
king towards the Coaſt of Flanders, he was 
there again attacked by five Dutch Men of 
War, and forc'd at laſt to ſtrike to Peter 
Douſa *, one of the Dutch Captains, who car- 
ried him into Zealand, and, for a Trophy of 
his Victory, hung his Flag in the Church of 
Leyden, which reach'd from the top of it to 
the bottom; during which, a Caſtilian Ship 


of four hundred Tuns, was caſt away on the 


Flemiſh Coaſt. The St. Philip, after having 


been driven almoſt as far as Oſtend, where her 


Commander left her becauſe ſhe proved ex- 


tremely leaky, was ſeized by ſome Ships of 
Fluſhing. | 

Thus did the Fight continue for the beſt 
part of this whole Day; during which the Spa- 


niſb Fleet was cloſely purſued, extremely bat- 


tered, and reduced to the utmoſt Diſtreſs 5. 
The Exgliſb Commanders in general, ſhewed 
on all Occaſions great Reſolution and Bravery; 
and in this laſt Action, the Earl of Cumber- 
land, the Lords Henry Seymour, Thomas How- 
ard, and Edmund Sheffield ; Sir William Win. 
ter, Sir Robert Southwell, Sir George Beeſton, 
Sir John Hawkins; and the Captains Eduard 
Fenton, Richard Hawkins, George Ryman, and 
* Robert Croſs ſignalized themſelves in a re- 
markable manner ; the latter, in particular, 
ſunk the great Galleon of Biſcay above men- 
tioned, and two other Veſſels. As for the 
Spaniards, though ſome of them performed 
their Duty, and fought with great Bravery, 
yet, in general, they acted but faintly, and 
ſtood for the moſt part only upon the defen- 
five, eſpecially after they ſaw themſelves diſap- 
pointed of the Duke of Parma's Aſſiſtance.

The next Day, July 30, the Lord Ad- 


miral ordered the Lord Henny Seymour, and 


Sir Wilkam Winter to return back with their 


Squadron into the narrow Seas, to 


guard the 


Coaſts; as for himſelf, he reſolved to follow 
the Spaniſb Fleet, till they came as far North- 
ward as the Forth in Scotland, if they bent 
their Courſe that way; and, in the mean time, 
he thought it beſt not to attack them any 


more, till he ſaw what they propoſed to do: 


However, being perſuaded that they intended 


to put into the Firth of Forth, his Lordſhip 
had deviſed Stra 
make an utter End of them there. 

July 31. This Day the Spaniards would 


perceived them haſtening faſt enough to their 


own Deſtruction; for with the Wind at Weſt 
North-Weſt, they could not fail of being driven 
among the Shallows and Sands of that Coaſt : 
But the Wind ſoon happening to come about 
to the South-Weſt and by Weſt, the Spaniards 


tacked, and failing before the Wind, got out of 
Danger. In the Evening, they held a Council 
of War, wherein it was unanimouſlly reſolved =, 
That ſeeing they were in want of many Ne- 


ceſſaries, eſpecially of Cannon-Ball, that the 


Ships were very much ſhattered, their Anchors 
left in Ca/ars-Road, their Proviſions ſhort, their 
Water ſpent, a great number of their Soldiers

„ Commanders would never turn their Ships, 
cc nor ſtop them, to defend any of their own 


tagems, and taken Meaſures to 
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ſlain, many of their Men ſick and wounded, 
and that there was no h 


opes of the Duke of 
Parma's coming out to join them, they ſhould 
return to Spain, by the North of Scotland. 
Purſuant to this Reſolution, being now out of 
Danger, and in the main Ocean, and havin 
thrown all their Horſes and Mules over board 
to fave Water, they ſteer'd North- Gu 
ward, and the Engliſh renew'd the Cr. 
Chace after them ; now and then the Spaniſh 
Ships ſlacken'd their Sails, and ſeem'd to ſtay 
for the coming up of the Engliſh, fo that it 
was generally thought their Fleet would tack 
about, but they thought beſt, after all, to keep 
on their Courſe Northward. 


Here it will not be improper to leave them 
for a while, and ſee what was doing in the 
mean time in England 
The g of Auguſt Queen Elizabeth was 
pleaſed, in order both to comfort her People, 
and to ſhew her own Magnanimity, to come 
and view her Army and Camp at Tilbury; 
the next Morning after her Arrival, ſhe rode 
with a General's Truncheon in her Hand, 
thro* all the Ranks of the Army, like armed 
Pallas, attended by the Earls of Leiceſter and 
Eſſex, Henry Norris, Lord Marſhall, and o- 
thers ; having the Sword carried before her by 
the Earl of Ormond; and among other kind 
and obliging Diſcourſes, made the following 
moſt excellent Speech to her Army '*: 


Mx Lovinc PEorLE, 


HH E have been perſuaded by ſome that are 
| careful of our Safety, to take heed how 


I aſſure you, I do not deſire to live to diſtruſt 
my faithful and loving People. Let Tyrants 


fear; I have always fo behaved myſelf, that un- 


der GoD I have placed my chiefeſt Strength 
and Safeguard in the loyal Hearts and God. 


Mill of my Subjects; and therefore I am come 


amongſt you, as you ſee at this time, not for 
my Recreation and Diſport, but being reſolved, 
in the Midſt and Heat of the Battle, to live 
or die amongſt you all; to lay down for my 
Gop, and for my Kingdom, and for my Peo- 
ple, my Honour and my Blood, even in the 
Duſt. I know I have the Body but of a weak 
and feeble Woman, but I have the Heart and 
Stomach of a King, and of a King of England 
too; and think foul Scorn that Parma or 
Spain, or any Prince of Europe, ſhould darc

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to invade the Borders of my Realm; to which, 


rather than any Diſhonour ſhall grow by me, 
1 myſelf will take up Arms, I myſelf will be 
your General, Judge, and Rewarder of every 
one of your Virtues in the Field. I know al- 
ready for your Forwardneſs, you have deſerved 
Rewards and Crowns; and we do aſſure you, in 
the Word of a Prince, they ſhall be duly paid 
ou. In the mean time, my Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral ſhall be in my ſtead, than whom never 
Prince commanded a more noble or worthy Sub- 
Je; not doubting but by your Obedience to my 
General, by your Concord in the Camp, and 
your Valour in the Field, we ſhall ſhortly have 
a famous Viftory over thoſe Enemies of my 
Gob, of my Kingdoms, and of my People. 


*5 Tt is ſcarce to be conceived what a Spirit 
of Bravery this great Queen's Preſence and no- 
ble Behaviour infus'd into the Officers and 
Soldiers: They ſaluted her with Cries, with

Next, if we look into Flanders, we ſhall 
find, that on the 29 of July, the Duke of 
Parma having paid his Addreſſes to our Lady 
of Halle, came to Dunkirk, tho' ſomething 
of the lateſt; for which Reaſon the Spaniards 


received him in a very reproachful manner; 


as if, out of ſome By-Regards to Queen E/:- 
zabeth, he had deſignedly flipt ſo fair an Op- 
portunity of doing Wonders for the Service of

his Country. The Duke, to appeaſe this 
Storm, puniſh'd thoſe who had the Charge of 


Victualling his Fleet; but, however, he did 
not attempt to put to Sea, being ſtill block'd 
up by the Lord Henry Seymour's and Sir Wil. 
liam Winter's Squadron, which were returned 
from the Chace. In the mean time, he could 
not but ſecretly laugh at the ſaucy and inſo- 
lent Brags of the Spariards, whom he had 
heard talking at this vain rate, That where- 
< ever they turn'd their Sails, a moſt certain 
« Victory waited upon their Courſe, and that 
the Engliſb would not have Courage enough 
* to look them in the Face.“ 


To return now to the two Fleets. We left 
the Spaniards ſailing Northward, and the Eng- 


Iſh in Purſuit of them: When the latter 


were come to fifty five Degrees thirteen Mi- 
nutes North Latitude, and thirty Leagues Eaſt 
of Newcaſtle, the Lord High Admiral deter- 
mined to attack the Sparſh Fleet again on the 
Friday following, Auguſt 2, but he thought 
fit to alter his Reſolution, chiefly upon theſe 
two Accounts: Becauſe he plainly perceived 
by the Enemies Courſe, that they had no other 
Intention but to ſave themſelves, by failing 
North, round the Britiſb Iſlands; and, be- 
cauſe ſeveral of his Ships 
other Neceſſaries; which was not ſo much 
owing to any Neglect, as to the Victuallers 
not knowing where to ſend to the Fleet; for 
the Queen had moſt amply and carefully pro- 


vided whatever was convenient and neceſſa 


It was therefore concluded, to leave the Spa- 
niſb Fleet to purſue their Courſe, and to fail 


for the Firth of Forth; both to get Refreſh- 
ment, and to perform ſome other Buſineſs 
which the Lord Admiral thought neceſſary to 
be done; but the Wind coming contrary, that 
is Weſterly, the next Day his Lordſhip al- 
tered his Courſe, and ſending only ſome Ad- 
vice-Boats to obſerve the Enemies farther Mo- 
tion, he returned with the whole Fleet back to 
England, where they arrived, ſome at Yar-

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mouth, ſome at Harwich, and others at the 
Downs, about the 7 of Auguſt. 
The Spaniards being now got clear of their 
troubleſome Purſuers, reſolv'd to make the belt 
of their way for Spain. Some Suſpicions 
there were, that they deſign'd to betake them- 
ſelves to the King of Scots, who was provok'd 
to an high degree for his Mother's Death; and 
therefore, the better to keep him in Temper, 
Aſhby, the Queen of England's Ambaſſador 
in Scotland, made him very conſiderable Of- 
fers, which, however, were not performed : 
But the Spaniards having now laid aſide all 
Thoughts and Hopes of returning to attack 
the Engliſb; and perceiving their main Safety 
lay in their Flight, they made no Stop at any 
Port whatever. ** About twenty five Ships 
now remain'd with the Duke of Medina, and 
forty with Recalde ; ** theſe, with the reſt of 
the Fleet, ſail'd about Cathneſs for the Coaſt 
of Ireland, and paſs'd between the Orcades 
and Fair-[/le, to the ſixty firſt Degree of 
North Latitude; an unaccuſtom'd Place for 
the young Gallants of Spain, that had never 


felt Storms on the Sea, or cold Weather in - 
Auguſt. | 


When the Engliſb left off purſuing the 
Spaniards, the latter wanted of their whole 
Fleet fifteen or ſixteen Ships; and had loſt, in 
the ſeveral Engagements, and by Sickneſs, eight 
thouſand Men at leaſt. 

And here their ill Fortune did not ſtop, but 
continued to perſecute them all the reſt of 


their Voyage; for on the Coaſt of Scotland 


they loſt the two following Ships, which had 
been ſo extremely battered by the Engliſh Shot, 
that they founder d at Sea; namely, the Sr. 
Matthew, a Ship of five hundred Tuns, in 


which four hundred and fifty Men were drown- 


ed; and a Biſcainer of St. Sebaſtian s, of four 


hundred Tuns, in which three hundred and 


fifty Men periſhed : ** Moreover, in theſe or 
other Ships, above ſeven hundred Soldiers were 
caſt on Shore in Scotland, who, by the Duke 
of Parma's Mediation with the King of Scots, 
and with Queen Elizabeth's Permiſſion, were 
ſent over, a Year after, into the Low-CGoun- 
Fries. 

About four Days after the Exgliſb Fleet 
left the Spaniards, they came to an Iſland in 
the North Part of Scotland, where they ſtaid 
not, nor had any Relief: And at this Place 
the Duke of Medina calling all the Ships to-

gether, charged them to make the beſt of their 
way for the Coaſts of Spain or Portugal, be- 


cauſe they were in the utmoſt Diſtreſs for want 
of Victuals and other Proviſions. 

For an Addition to their Misfortunes, a- 
bout the 234 of Auguſt, when there were ſe- 
venty eight Ships of them together ſailing in 
the Ocean, a violent Storm aroſe at South- 
South-Weſt, which continued from Four O 
Clock in the Afternoon *till Ten the next 
Morning, and ſeparated them ſo, that not a- 
bove twenty ſeven of them were to be ſeen to- 
gether : And again, on the 24 of September, 
they had another violent Storm, with a Miſt, 
which ſo diſperſed them, that of the foreſaid 


twenty ſeven, only three came together into 


Dingle-Bay ; and during their Paſſage round 
the North of Scotland, they had fo terrible a 
Sickneſs, that their Mariners and Soldiers died 
daily in great Multitudes.

in Ireland were brought to England, and 
confined in Bridemell till they were ranſomed. 
The moſt eminent of the Priſoners were, Don 
Pedro de Values, Don Yaſquez de Silvea, 
Don Alonzo de Sayes, and others taken in the 


Channel; in Jreland, Don Alonzo de Luzon, 


Roderigo de Laſſo, Sc. in Zealand, Don Die- 
go Piementelli, Sc. In a Word, there was 
hardly a noble Family in all Spain, that did 
not loſe a Son, a Brother, or a Kinſman ; up- 
on which account the Mourning was ſo univer- 
ſal in that whole Kingdom, that King Philip 
was obliged by Proclamation to ſhorten the u- 
ſual Time; as the Romans of old, upon their 
great Defeat of Cannæ, found it neceſſary to 
limit the publick Mourning to thirty Days. 
The ſhatter'd Remains of the Spaniſh Fleet 


after having weather d many Storms, and ſuf- 


fered all the Inconveniences of War and Wea- 
ther, arriv'd at laſt, about the End of Septem- 
ber, at St. Andero, and other Ports of Spain, 


laden with nothing but Shame and Diſhonour. 


The Duke of Medina was forbid the Court,

« ſhewed no Favour to the Spaniards any one 
< Day, as he did continually to the Eng/tſh.” 
For this ſignal Deliverance, the Thanks of 
all true Lovers of their County, and of the 
Proteſtant Religion, are due to that Almighty 
Being, by whoſe Aſſiſtance their Anceſtors ob- 
tained the Victory; and it ought at the fame 
time, to make them love and reverence the Me- 
mory of that wiſe and excellent Queen, by 
whoſe Prudence and good Management they 
were enabled to conquer.

hanged on London-Bridge towards Southwark, 
where the Fair was kept. The 17h of No- 
vember, being Sunday, was another Rejoicing- 
Day, as well upon account of the Queen's 
Acceſſion to the Throne, as for this Victory. 
Her Majeſty intended to have been at Paul: 
Croſs, to hear a Sermon preach'd by Dr. Coo- 
per Biſhop of Wincheſter, and Proviſion had 
accordingly been made for her Reception ; but 
upon ſome Occaſion or other, her coming was 
put off till the Sunday following: The 1905 
being Tucſday was a general Thankſgiving-Day 
throughout the whole Kingdom. The next 
Queen, attended 
by her Privy Council, by the Nobility, and 
other honourable Perſons, as well Spiritual as 
Temporal, in great number, the French Am- 
baſſador, the Judges, the Heralds, and Trum 
peters all on Horſeback, came in a Chariot 
ſupported by four Pillars, and drawn by two 
white Horſes, to St. Paul's Church; where a- 
lighting at the Weſt Door, ſhe fell on her 
Knees, and audibly praiſed Gop for her own 
and the Nation's ſignal Deliverance ; and, af- 
ter a Sermon ſuitable to the Occaſion, preached 
by Dr. Pierce, Biſhop of Sarum, ſhe exhorted 
the People in a moſt Royal and Chriſtian man- 
ner, to a due Performance of the religious Duty 
of Thankſgiving ; then going to the Biſhop of 
London's Palace, where ſhe dined, ſhe returned 
in the ſame Order as before, by Torch-light, 
to Somerſet-FTouſe. 

Thoſe brave Men that had ventur'd their 
Lives in the Defence of their Country, were 
conſidered and rewarded by the Queen. She 
ſettled a Penſion on the Lord High-Admiral 
for his great Service, and beſtow'd a handſome 
yearly Allowance on the poor and diſabled 
Seamen ; and upon all Occaſions ſhe diſtin- 
guiſh'd the reſt of the Officers, Soldiers, and 
Sailors with particular Marks of her Regard 
and Eſteem ; but their Rewards conſiſted gene- 
rally more in Words than in Deeds.

At the left Hand Corner is repreſented the 
firſt Engagement between the Spaniſh and Engliſh Fleets: After 
which the Exgliſb give Chace to the Spaniards, who draw them- 
ſelves up into a Roundel.

Plate IV. and Chart IV. De Yaldez's Galleon ſprings her Foremaſt, 
and is taken by Sir Francis Drake. The Lord-Admiral with the 
Bear and Mary Roſe, purſue the Enemy, who are in the Form of 
a Half Moon.

Plate V. and Chart V. The Admiral of the Guypuſcoan 
being ſet on Fire, is taken by the Engliſp.
